Vatican Alarmed Ov er 
Reprisals By Germans 
In Ho ly City District 


W ASHINGTON, April l l —Word reached Washin gton tod ay that 
high officials of the Vatican are alarmed over German reprisals in the 
Rome area.

The reprisals take the form of shootin g all person s su spected of 
givin g aid to the Allies. Mysteriou sly an d withou t warn in g. Italian s 
are rou n d ed u p, taken to a location ou tsid e the city by the tru ckload , 
an d shot by machin e gu n fire. 
So common has this proced u re become that Italian s have a special 
word for it—the "red ad a 
or d ragn et. The word applies that it d raws 
together the gu ilty an d the in n o- |

I cen t alike. 
I 
Victims of su ch reprisals have 
d isappeared “by the thou san d s," it 
was stated . Thu s far the victims 
have been civilian s for the most 
part. Bu t it is feared the n ext step 
of the Nazis may be a violation 
of the Vatican itself. 
Word has reached the State d e­ 
partmen t that high officials of the 
Vatican have given d irection s for 
the d isposal of their property, in 
case of d eath. 
Chu rch officials keep strictly 
within the territory of the Vati­ 
can , save for an occasion al trip to 
the Pope s villa, located at Castel 
Gan d olfo, On e of the Vatican offi­ 
cials is reported to have said to 
an other, “I am goin g to Castel 
Gan d olfo tomorrow’. I d on ’t kn ow' 
where I shall “eat my d in n er, or 
w’hether I shall eat an y at all.” 
Thou gh Castel Gan d olfo is on ly 
15 miles from Rome, the jou rn ey 
is regard ed as fu ll of fatal possi­ 
bilities.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Hypnotism Actually 
A Practical Science 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 


TH E AVERAGE citizen prob ­ 
ab ly think# of hypnotism as more 
or less in the same class as palm­ 
istry, 
phrenology, 
spiritualism, 
tab le tipping and crystal gazing;. 
As a m atter of fact this is unfair. 


Dr. G endering will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


Hypnotism is a perfectly real, 
prov ed scientific possib ility. Any­ 
one can hypnotize and anyb ody 
can b e hypnotized. Essentially the 
hypnotic state can b e caused b y 
the rhythmic stimulation of a 
single sense. 
Put a rooster on the floor with 
his eye glued to a straight chalk 
line and pretty soon he will fall 
ov er in a trance. He has had his 
sight rhythmically stimulated. Or 
put a person in a dark room, in a 
condition of relaxation, and ring 
a little b ell ev ery so often and 
the trance will result from the 
rhythmic stimulation of the sense 
of hearing. Rhythmic touches or 
stroking of the face and arms will 
do the same thing. 
In the hypnotic state the sub ­ 
ject is v ery suggestib le and his 
judgm ent is suspended: he will 
uo tkings that ne is told, although 
they are ridiculous. 
Sometimes 
he can do things tha t he cannot 
do v oluntarily in the waking state. 


So me Misco nceptio ns 


Sev eral 
misconceptions ab out 
hypnotism are tha t one can b e 
hypnotized against his will: that 
is not true, although when a sub ­ 
ject has b een hypnotized sev eral 
times he goes into a trance v ery 
readily. Also it is not true that 
die hypnotist can steal the will of 
the hypnotized sub ject. That is a 
holdov er from the old nov el Trilb y 
b y George du Maurier. 
Hypnotism has b een used in 
medical treatm ent for many yearn. 
There is currently a rev iv al of it 
la d b j a New York psychologist, 
Mr. Andrew Salter, who has w rit­ 
ten a b ook W h a t /« Hypnosis? 
(pub lished b y Richard R. Smith, 
New Y ork). 
Mr. Salter has had a great deal 
of success in treating patient! 
.v ith nerv oua troub le* — nail-b it- 
ng, stuttering — and also alco­ 
holics. He appears to b e particu­ 
larly successful with patients who 
are troub led with general shyness. 


He has had success in nineteen out 
of twenty patients sent to him. 
There 
is 
nothing surprising 
ab out this as it has b een known 
to the medical 
profession 
for 
years. A Dr. Esdraille, at ab out 
the time surgical anaesthesia was 
introduced 
(1815-1850), claimed 
that in India where he practiced 
he had b een performing surgical 
operations on nativ es for years, 
without the use of any drug for 
anaesthesia— merely hypnosis. He 
came to England, howev er, and 
found it did not work on the less 
susceptib le Anglo-Saxon person­ 
ality. 
The new part of Mr. Salter's 
thesis is that autohypnosis is pos­ 
sib le and that the sub ject can 
make suggestions which he car­ 
ries out in the hypnotic trance 
“exactly,” says Mr. Salter, “ as I 
would giv e them and with the 
same effect if not b etter.” Through 
inducing hypnosis upon oneself b j 
autohypnosis and self-suggestion 
it may b e possib le for soldiers to 
b a freed of fear and to feel ne 
pain when wounded. Mr. Salter 
has trained “three physically and 
mentally healthy adults to remain 
completely insensib le to pain and 
the sound of gun fire in the wak­ 
ing state.” They can turn this 
state on and off b y themselv es 
Mr. Salter is trying to persuade 
military authorities to allow auto­ 
hypnosis in the armed forces. It 
will, he b eliev es, render 20 to 21 
per eent fear-free in b attle.

(published by Richard IL Smith, 
New Y ork). 
Mr. S alter has had a great deal 
of success in treating patients 
.vith nervous troubles — nail-bit- 
ng, stuttering — and also alco­ 
holics. He appears to be particu­ 
larly successful with patients who 
are troubled with general shyness.

autohypnosis and self-suggestion 
it may be possible for soldiers to 
be freed of fear and to fe?l ne 
pain when wounded. Mr. halter 
has trained “three physically and 
m entally healthy adults to remain 
completely insensible to pain and 
the sound of gun fire in tho wak­ 
ing state.” They can turn this 
state on and off by themselves 
Mr. Salter is trying to persuade 
m ilitary authorities to allow auto­ 
hypnosis in the armed force*. It 
will, he believes, render 20 to ZI 
per cent fear-free in battle.

To him a black cat is the symbol 
of one of the greatest bunch of 
flyers—the United States Navy’s 
Bleck Cat squadron—-that ever as­ 
sembled in the Pacific to make life 
miserable for the Japs. 
They called themselves the Black 
Cat* because of their night patrol 
work. Like sable-hued panthers on 
the prowl for prey after dark, they 
cruised hour after hour in the eb­ 
ony night, hunting Japs at sea, or 
land and in the air. 
They led PT boats to their quar­ 
ry and hovered over Jap installa­ 
tions and reported back to battle­ 
ships the accuracy of their fire. 
For six long months they rode 
the skies at night in their massive 
Consolidated Catalpas, taking off 
from Henderson Field. Guadalca­ 
nal, and suffered not one casualty 
among its 49 officer pilots. Instead 
there were one Legion of Merit, 
one Distinguished Flying Cross, 19 
Air Medals and nine letters of com­ 


mendation from the commander of 
the South Pacific forces. 
Immediately after their arrival 
at Guadalcanal, they went to work 
on "W ishing Machine Charlie," the 
annoying Jap night raider, and his 
brother flyers at Munds. Vila, Ka­ 
hili, Buka and Rckata Bay. 


They Threw Everything 


Using no lights and piloting 
coal-black planes, they buzzed over 
the Jap positions and kept the fly­ 
ers awake with a constant stream 
of bombs. Rome of the more imag­ 
inative flyers took 
along hand 
grenades, door knobs, tin cans and, 
when they could, empty beer kit­ 
ties. 
The most famous foray in which 
beer bottles became weapons was 
the New Year s Eve run made by 
Lieut. Norman Elwood Pedersen. 
Pedersen started out early and 
was scheduled to be relieved over 
the Mimda Field target at mid­ 
night 
by another plane. 
Relief 
came but he was determined to be 
the first Yank to drop a missile on 
Munds in 1943. 
So at 0000 hours. Navy time, he 
started his run. The usual 500- 
pound bomb found its target, as 
did the flare that had lit up its tar­ 
get. But now came the piece de 


resistance — 24 screaming empty 
beer bottles which probably gave 
the Japs a bigger ocare than the 
bomb. 
Tragedy almost marred their no- 
casualty record when Lieut. I.a- 
Forge Pack piloted a plane in a 
torpedo attack in the Ruin Kahili 
area. About half way to Bougain­ 
ville he attacked a destroyer at an­ 
chor, but left too fast to observe 
results. 
A short time later he arrived 
over the target area to find four 
anchored enemy destroyers. A* he 
winged over into the attack c 
, 
the torpedo* shifted anc! threw 
the plane out of control, sending 
it hurtling madly toward the four 
ships, whose guns were blazing 
madly at the attacking .plane. 
Lieutenant Pack worked fast ar.d 
managed to get the speeding craft 
under partial control just before it 
hit the water. Only the hull was 
damaged, but the destroyers were 
firing from a point-blank range of 
200 to 600 yards. 
Lieutenant Pack calmly gunned 
the motors trying to get eire ry 
ounce of pow’er he could from th* 
motors. Luck was with him and he 
was able to take off from among 
the four destroyers. Ile jettisoned 
the torpedoes and brought the 
plane safely back to Guadalcanal.
